Dr. H. J. Tedder of Portland, 
Oregon, known universally as a 
preac ho r, author and world 
traveller who has done much 
observation work in the inter- 
est of the Christian church in 
many of the remote corners of 
the earth, will return to New- 
market on Friday evening to 
show 1,500 feet of motion pic- 
tures taken by himself while 
carrying on his work in Toklo, 
China, the Philippines, Borneo 
and India. 

While conducting a four-day 
campaign in Newmarket last 
week, Dr. Tedder spoke of the 
work to which he had devoted 
a great deal of his time through- 
out Europe and the Orient. He 
expressed the conviction that 
throughout many of the coun- 
tries overrun by the Axis there 
ws a positive move toward vital 
Christian experience and away 
from formal religion. After 
speaking as long as three hours 
of Christ's ability to meet human 
need, the people would plead for 
more, said the speaker. Dr. 
Tedder claimed that this great 
move toward Christ and the 
simple Gospel was hindered tre- 
mendously by the outbreak of 
war but claimed that the people 
will in the near future be mani- 
festing their desire for this 
message now that the door is 
open for the spreading of the 
Christian message. 

Convinced that there is no 
other solution for the ills of the 
world but the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ, Dr. Tedder had dedicated 
his life to travelling the world 
with this message, reaching into 
many remote corners of the earth 
where the message is seldom if 
ever prcclaimed. 

Dr. Tedder had mnde several 
trips into the frozen north with- 
out human companion or guide 
and is at present planning a trip 
above the Arctic circle in the 
winter of 19-16. The purpose of 
this trip is to lay the foundation 
for extensive missionary work 
ns far north as human habitation 
is found.

A board of trade or similar organization could 
finance the construction of factory, buildings 
through its membership as was done in Midland. 
There is sufficient capital in ^few-market which, 
if brought together, could easily finance a 
medium sized factory building. What is lacking 
is the leadership and unity which could be pro- 
vided through a board of trade.

The provincial minister of agriculture, T. I* 
Kennedy, has announced the taking over of an 
air school in Haldimand county for a rural youth 
community centre for supplementary education 
and other activities of junior farm men and 
women. The announcement states that it will be 
Ijjut into operation during the coming winter an 
"a community centre not only for educational 
work among junior farmers but for social, recrea- 
tional and other activities." 

The announcement says that the conversion of 
the air school into a rural youth education centre 
is the first step in a provincial plan to establish 
rural youth centres in all counties for both boys 
and girls. 'Ihesc centres v/ould supplement the 
junior farmer program and emphasize practical 
training in agricultural and home economics. A 
condition of having a rural youth centre in a 
county was the pledge of full support for it from 
junior farmer groups as well as, in the case of 
this first centre, the support of the county coun- 
cil, the Women's Institutes, and the Haldimand 
Federation of Agriculture. 

It is pointed out that the provision of such a 
centre in each county v/ould be a severe strain 
on the provincial budget if done at once. For 
that reason, more centres will be created only 
from year to year. It is planned however to have 
junior farmer members from other counties visit 
Haldimand and report back to their home organi- 
zations. 

v There is an enthusiastic junior farmer move- 
ment in York county, which, if the Haldimand 
centre proves successful, will not hesitate in pro- 
viding the necessary guarantees of support to 
such a centre in this county. An encouraging 
factor is the possibility that the facilities ffl the 
Newmarket military camp might lie utilized a* 
easily as apparently were those of the air school.

BATTLE OF INFLATION 
NOT YET WON

A pertinent reminder that the battle against 
inflation is not yet won is contained in n recent 
Address by Donald Gordon, chairman of the war- 
time prices and trade board, in Sleginu. Mr. Gor- 
don said: 

"Premature removal of price and rationing con- 
trols or their breakdown due to lock of public 
. support could lose us all that we hnve gained 
from the success of the stabilization policy to 
date. It is evident that the class of production 
which has been seriously restricted or eliminated 
because of wartime needs cannot possibly come 
suddenly back into the market in sufficient 
volume to prevent a serious rise in prices if price 
Control were abandoned now. Even for many 
commodities whose production has not been re- 



The building by-lav/ for Newmarket was pass- 
ed by the? Nev/markct tov/n council in 1029. 
There has been one amendment to it, the repeal- 
ing of a provision requiring a nominal fee for a 
building permit. A search through municipal by- 
laws shows lhat there is no other ordinance gov- 
erning the election of buildings an tov/n outside 
of those issued through the Ontario fire marshal's 
office.

With regret we report the 
official R.C.A.F. news that Briar 
Thompson, former Sutton- 
Aurora junior hockey player 
who was reported missing Febru- 
ary 20 following the big raid on 
Dortmund, Germany, is now list- 
ed as "killed in action". Born 
at Jackson's Point and educated 
at Sutton, Briar played standout 
hockey for the Sutton juniors in 
1JH0-41. He joined Aurora in 
1&42, the same year he enlisted. 
A sturdy lad who possessed 
speed and deadly shot, the Sut- 
ton boy was the storm centre of 
an argument in 1941 between 
Newmarket and Sutton. Attend- 
ing school in Toronto, he played 
for the Redmen in the S.P.A. and 
when Bill Gilbey and Frank 
Courtney split in the committee 
room, young Thompson decided 
to stay with a weak Sutton team. 
The next year with Newmarket 
out and being employed in West- 
on, he joined the last Aurora 
junior club which we have 
always thought was the cream 
of junior C company that year 
despite the fact that Milton won 
out. 

He graduated as a gunner at 
Summerside, P.E.J., in December, 
1943, going overseas next March. 
He took part in 25 raids over 
enemy territory as well as hein & 
commissioned. A quiet, likeable 

lad. he was a clean, courageous 
player and his loss once again 
brings home all the horrors of 
war. Considering the vast num- 
ber of North York athletes who 
answered the call to arms, we 
can all be thankful that the list 
of our missing comrades is no 
greater than it is. 

Good news came of several 
North York athletes who have 
carried on overseas without 
much fanfare but have now 
been officially mentioned in dis- 
patches for either courage or 
devotion to duty. Sgt. Clarence 
James, better known as "Fat" to 
Aurora and district hockey fans 
and "Jesse" to Wood bridge 
Mimico, is listed among the 
artillerymen who served with 
distinction. The big Bradford 
boy, one of five brothers to see 
service in the war, v/ent over- 
seas with Major Connie Smytho's 
30th battery crew and has been 
in the thick of things since D- 
Day. He is still over there but 
should be home around Christ- 
mas. 

Major Charlie Dales, brother 
of Mayor Lowell Dales of New- 
market, was one of the greatest 
shortstops ever to play baseball 
in 'these parts in his day and he 
was also a nifty centre ice man 
for Aurora and Toronto Varsity. 
"Chuck" left a good medical 
practice in Toronto in 1940 for 
the fr3y and he has seen plenty 
of action. He is BOW in Holland 
and v.'c got quite a kick out of 
being the first one to announce 
the news to Brother Lowell 
<you can guess the Doc had' a 
smile as big as a full moon) who 
is pretty fond of Brother Charlie. 
All we can say is it couldn't 
happen to a better fellow. 

I.ieut. Sherman flay, son of 
Bert "Lantern Jaw" of Metropol- 
itan hockey fame who was killed 
in action, was also among those 
who were mentioned in dispatch- 
es. Lieut. A. R. A. Cane, form- 
erly of Newmarket and well 
known in inter-school sport, was 
also mentioned.

Mayor Union Introduced the 
guest speaker, Mayor Saunders. 
who because of the arrival of a 
troop train in Toronto had to leave 
the dinner following his speech. 

"We in Toronto arc tied up very 
vitally with the success of our 
neighboring municipalities. There 
is no question but that if you are 
successful in the future Toronto 
will benefit by it and that if To- 
ronto Is successful and able to 
obtain industry your people and 
the area surrounding Toronto will 
gain by it. 

"I believe the most important 
form of government we have Is 
the municipal council," he said. 
"We are close to the people, we 
know their needs day by day, and 
if municipalities are well run, the 
country can not fail to be success- 
ful." 

Dealing with the work of the 
►Toronto Industrial Commission, he 
said that this body endeavored to 
see Industry was well located, and 
in many cases, aided outside 
municipalities to obtr.ln industries 
nnd acted not for Toronto alone 
but the whole Toronto area. Since 
1029, 220 new industries had lo- 
cated In the Toronto area with a 
floor space ot%ne hundred feet in 
width by eight miles lorig, he said. 

"I look forward to n great In- 
dustrial boom In this area," he 
stated, citing the building permits 
issued at 57,500,000. with $5,000,000 
more in reserve. "Around $32,- 
000.000 in industry was known to 
be contemplating locating In the 
Toronto area. It was estimated 
employment figures for, Toronto 
would be 83.000 in excess of that 
of 1939. 

"There Is on? question that must 
be answered nnd can only be an- 
swered by the dominion nnd pro- 
vincial governments. That Is, 
when are we going to get to the 
place where the taxes collected 
are used for the purpose for which 
they were collected?" He cited 
the present Ontario gas tax, and 
called the present system of pro- 
vincial highways "ft farce". A 
continuous Row of traffic was 
needed and bottle necks would 
have to be removed, he declared. 
He related seeing n serious acci- 
dent at Thornhiil en route »o 
Aurora and called the condition of 



Yonge St. "disgraceful" with fir* 
a four lane- highway, then a two- 
lane highway, and finally a three- 
lane highway. "Despite any alter- 
native plans we will never get 
away from the fact that Yonge St. 
must be fixed." Tourists, he feh. 
would always want to visit the 
cities' and towns, and for thb 
reason It was urgent as a safely 
measure that road improvement* 
be made. 

"I like to think of Aurora and 
Newmarket as the twin towns," 
said Mayor Dales. "We have a lot 
In common, and should get to- 
gether oftener. It is my hope 

that Newmarket will soon setUe 
on a community memorial. I want 
to congratulate the board am 
being on their toes. 1 hope we 
can get some action on widening 
Yonge St. If we act together we 
probably can." 

"No one Is more sympathetic to 
a better Yonge St. than myself 
and I believe that the department 
of highways have the matter 
under consideration. I will do raw 
part to see that something Is done. 
I know the minister of highway* 
is interested," *said Major Mae- 
Kenzle. "There Is" no reason ft 
profitable tourist Industry can not 
be built up right in York county. 
Reforestation is another Import- 
ant thing for North York. VN 
can attract the city people with 
the proper development of both." 

"Boards of trade make an Ideal 
body for formulating progressive 
ideas," said Warden Lundy. "They 
do not have to account to the 
public or follow cumbersome pro- 
cedure or keep their eyes on the 
tax rate nnd public opinion. The 
ideas that have been brought oat 
tonight ore an example of this." 
He said the previous efforts to 
widen Yonge St. had failed because 
the southern municipalities were 
seriously Involved in debenture* 
on the railway at the time. Ife 
suggested the roads committee of 
the county council would welcome 
recommendations regarding Yonge 
St. "I suggest that this board or 
whoever takes up the matter soli- 
cit the aid of Mayor Saunders ani 
the Toronto, Board of Control for 
their support."
